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SELECTMEN’S  REPORT 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  Dighton: 

The  maintenance  and  reconstruction  of  our  highways 
and  bridges  are  matters  that  should  receive  at  our  next 
annual  town  meeting,  careful  and  wise  consideration. 

In  new  construction  the  Richmond  Hill  section  of  Hart 
Street  has  been  macadamized,  and  the  dangerous  blind 
corner  at  the  junction  of  Hart  and  Elm  Streets,  has  been 
improved  by  purchase  of  land  from  Mr.  Pierce  and  made 
reasonably  safe.  This  section  about  every  year  has  required 
costly  repairs  on  account  of  washouts  during  the  Spring 
freshets  and  thaws.  The  cost  of  this  improvement,  includ¬ 
ing  the  extension  from  the  corner  to  the  Broad  Cove  School 
House,  was  $21000  plus  small  land  damages.  The  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Public  Works  Division  of  Highways  furnished  the 
civil  engineering  service  and  paid  $7000.  The  $8000  con¬ 
ditionally  appropiiated  to  improve  a  section  of  Spring  Street 
was  not  used. 

The  Department  of  Public  Works ’contemplates  in  the 
near  future  to  greatly  improve  the  thoroughfare  between 
Fall  River  and  Boston  and  have  submitted  plans  to  make 
a  beginning  on  Pleasant  Street.  The  plans  call  for  a  be¬ 
ginning  four  hundred  feet  north  of  Broad  Cove  Bridge  ex¬ 
tending  northerly  to  Hart  Street  increasing  the  width 
twenty  feet  and  construction  to  be  reinforced  cement. 

The  Department  has  made  plans  and  drawn  specifi¬ 
cations  to  complete  macadamizing  William  Street  to  the 
Swansea  line.  We  are  assurred  of  liberal  aid  if  the  work 
is  undertaken  this  Season.

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HIGHWAY  REPAIRS 

Good  roads  are  a  necessity.  It  is  equally  true  that  it 
is  wasteful  and  useless  to  build  them  and  then  neglect  to 
give  them  proper  and  reasonable  care.  Our  present  high¬ 
way  surveyors  are  amply  qualified  to  render  the  service  re¬ 
quired,  but  are  handicapped  by  the  scarcity  of  help  and  more 
especially  by  their  private  business. 

We  have  spent  this  year  for  repairs  more  than  $3,900 
For  oil  for  the  Streets  2,000 

For  labor  in  oiling  more  than  1,200 


A  total  of  more  than  $7,100 

This  is  a  large  sum  when  we  take  into  account  the  mileage 
and  the  miles  of  roads  that  are  macadamized.  It  is  evi¬ 
dent  that  we  are  not  getting  adequate  results  for  the  ex¬ 
penditure  and  that  some  other  method  should  be  adopted. 
In  neighboring  towns  the  employment  of  a  working  Superin¬ 
tendent  has  been  noticeable  in  improved  roads. 

Therefore  we  would  suggest  the  appointment  of  a  work¬ 
ing  Superintendent  who  will  devote  all  his  time  to  this 
work.  He  should  be  able  to  handle  and  care  for  a  two  or 
three  ton  motor  truck  to  be  owned  by  the  town  and  should 
be  responsible  to  the  Selectman.  Such  a  truck  would  be 
serviceable  and  economic  in  distributing  sand,  gravel  and 
other  material  and  be  an  aid  to  other  departments. 

STATE  AID. 

There  are  five  veterans  of  the  Civil  war  receiving  State 
Aid  monthly  and  three  widows,  three  receive  $6  monthly 
and  five  receive  $4.  There  is  a  widow  of  a  soldier  of  the 
Civil  War  receiving  $5  monthly  Soldier’s  Relief.

Attention  is  called  to  Chapter  46,  Section  6  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Laws  which  require  parents  and  householders  within 
40  days  after  the  birth  of  a  child  to  cause  a  notice  thereof  to 
be  given  to  the  Town  Clerk. 

Neglect  to  give  the  required  notice  subject  the  offender 
to  court  proceedings. 

The  reasons  why  parents  and  others  should  report  births 
are  because  the  laws  of  the  land  should  be  cheerfully  obliged 

It  is  important  to: 

To  establish  identity. 

To  prove  nationality. 

To  prove  legitimacy. 

To  show  when  the  child  has  the  right  to  enter  school. 

To  show  when  the  child  has  the  right  to  seek  employment 

To  establish  right  of  inheritance. 

To  establish  liability  or  exemption  for  military  duty. 

To  establish  the  right  to  vote. 

To  establish  the  right  to  hold  title  to  and  sell  real  estate. 

To  establish  the  right  to  hold  Public  office. 

To  establish  the  right  to  prove  the  age  when  a  marriage 
contract  may  be  entered  into. 

Certainly  it  is  very  necessary  that  births  should  be  re¬ 
corded.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT 


January  25,  1923. 

To  the  School  Committee  of  Dighton: 

I  herewith  submit  to  you  my  second  annual  report  as 
superintendent  of  schools.  Appended  to  this  report  are 
the  various  tables  of  age,  grading,  attendance,  etc.,  and  the 
reports  of  supervisors,  attendance  officer  and  school  nurse. 

In  general,  the  conditions  in  town  are  good  and  the  schools 
are  in  excellent  working  order.  The  spirit  of  the  teachers  has 
been  of  the  best  and  you  are  to  be  congratulated  upon  your 
good  fortune  in  having  such  good  co-educators  in  charge  of 
the  various  schools.  Dighton  pays  a  very  moderate  wage 
and  it  is  often  very  difficult  to  obtain  suitable  candidates  as 
vacancies  occur.  We  have  had  some  weak  spots  in  our 
system,  but  we  have  been  able  to  secure  fairly  competent 
teachers  to  fill  those  vacancies.  How  long  this  condition 
will  last,  I  can  not  say,  for  with  the  present  scarcity  of  good 
teaching  material  in  the  state,  we  must  raise  the  minimum 
salary  in  order  to  keep  our  shcools  on  a  satisfactory  basis 
and  obtain  good  results. 

THE  FINANCIAL  SITUATION. 

It  may  seem  odd  that  any  superintendent  of  schools  in 
Massachusetts  should  criticise  the  financial  problem  of  the 
state — that  is,  the  apparent  policy  of  those  who  frame  our 
laws  and  cause  the  expenditure  of  moneys,  such  expenditure 
being  really  out  of  the  jurisdiction  of  local  committees. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  school  committee  of  Dighton  has 
no  choice  in  the  way  more  than  eighty-five  percent  of  the 
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outlay  shall  be  spent.  The  salaries  of  teachers,  superin¬ 
tendent’s  salary,  that  of  the  school  nurse,  high  school  tuition 
and  transportation  and  to  a  certain  extent,  the  cost  of  books 
and  supplies  are  all  set  and  these  set  costs  must  be  met. 
There  are  certain  reimbursements,  but  we  all  know  that 
these  reimbursements  are  almost  inconsiderate  when  we 
take  the  entire  appropriation  into  account.  This  year, 
because  of  the  increase  in  valuation  of  the  town,  as  set  by 
the  state,  Dighton  has  lost  the  reimbursement  for  your 
superintendent  of  schools. 

I  think  that  the  general  feeling  in  the  smaller  towns  of 
the  state  is  that  those  towns  have  been  pushed  to  a  financial 
limit  and  that  some  united  action  ought  to  be  taken  to 
force  an  issue  and  either  obtain  a  greater  reimbursement 
from  the  state  or  have  no  more  set  costs  that  shall  increase 
the  already  heavy  burden  upon  those  towns. 

Unfortunately,  there  are  only  five  towns  in  the  same 
predicament — and  I  use  the  term  advisedly — in  that  special 
legislation  was  passed  many  years  ago,  allowing  Dighton  to 
send  pupils  to  other  towns  or  cities  for  their  high  school 
education.  Today  every  one  of  these  five  towns  is  feeling 
the  burden  of  that  high  school  cost,  for  tuition  and  trans¬ 
portation.  Added  to  that  fact,  we  find  that  last  year  the 
old  laws  were  repealed  and  today  we  must  get  the  permission  ' 
of  the  State  Board  of  Education  if  we  are  to  continue  the  old 
plan  of  not  maintaining  a  high  school  and  send  our  pupils 
elsewhere. 

The  cost  of  construction  is  prohibitive — we  think  we  can 
not  afford  to  build  a  high  school;  but  the  attitude  of  the 
State  Board  of  Education  is  to  require  towns,  that  were 
formerly  exempt  from  maintaining  a  high  school  by  special 
acts  of  the  Legislature,  to  make  a  definite  contract  of  at 
least  five  years  with  other  cities  or  towns  to  care  for  the 
pupils.  The  question  is,  can  we  make  such  a  contract? 

Taunton  is  now  approaching  the  limit  of  accommodation 
and  it  may  be  only  a  short  while  before  that  high  school  will 
not  be  able  to  take  care  of  any  pupils  from  out  of  town. 
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Fall  River  has  the  same  story  and  last  spring  made  the  en¬ 
trance  examinations  so  complex  and  difficult  that  it  was 
next  to  impossible  for  pupils  from  the  small  towns  to  gain 
admission — an  excuse,  it  seems  to  many,  for  excluding  our 
pupils. 

Obviously,  it  is  out  of  the  question  to  make  any  definite 
contract  with  either  of  the  above  cities.  Our  geographical 
position  makes  it  impossible  to  send  elsewhere,  so  that  we 
face  a  serious  problem  and  one  that  the  Dighton  School 
Committee  should  consider  at  once. 

Added  to  the  phase  of  accommodation  is  that  of  the  com¬ 
ing  junior  high  school.  Taunton  will  probably  erect  one 
in  the  near  future.  If  this  is  done,  Dighton  will  have  the 
added  burden  of  expense  of  sending  pupils  to  that  school 
before  they  can  enter  the  senior  high  school,  and  that  ex¬ 
pense,  together  with  that  of  the  senior  high  school,  will  be 
more  than  the  tax  payers  should  be  asked  to  incur. 

At  the  present  time  we  have  56  pupils  in  the  high  schools 
of  Taunton  and  Fall  River.  Of  this  number  there  are  six 
to  graduate  next  June.  In  going  over  the  grade  lists  of 
those  to  graduate  from  out  town  schools,  I  find  that  20  in¬ 
tend  to  enter  high  school  next  September.  If  all  of  the 
present  pupils  should  remain  in  high  school,  our  total  would 
be  seventy.  This  means  a  cost  that  is  ever  increasing  every 
year  because  our  grades  are  sending  more  and  more  to  high 
school  each  September.  Of  course  there  are  a  certain  num¬ 
ber  who  will  drop  out  and  this  helps  in  our  finances.  But 
we  are  now  paying  as  much  as  we  would  if  we  had  our  own 
high  school  to  maintain  today  and  from  now  on,  it  would  be 
a  saving  to  the  town  to  maintain  such  a  school. 

I  mention  these  facts,  not  to  make  your  finance  a  burden, 
but  to  place  before  you  the  problem  that  must  be  met  within 
a  comparatively  short  time.  The  natural  tendency  is  to 
let  somebody  else  do  the  worrying  and  when  the  pressure 
becomes  too  great,  to  let  somebody  else  step  in  and  handle 
such  a  proposition;  but  I  honestly  believe  that  the  best 
policy  is  to  let  the  people  of  Dighton  know  exactly  how 
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matters  stand  and  to  make  some  sort  of  preparation  so  that 
when  the  crisis  comes,  the  citizens  shall  be  prepared  to  meet 
that  crisis  in  a  sensible,  thinking  manner. 

Therefore,  I  would  recommend  that  a  committee  be  ap¬ 
pointed  to  study  this  problem  very  carefully  and  bring  in 
definite  recommendations  at  the  next  town  meeting. 

THE  SALARY  QUESTION. 

You  may  be  somewhat  surprised  and  disturbed  at  my 
suggestion  of  a  higher  wage  schedule  for  your  teachers,  in 
view  of  my  criticism  of  the  financial  situation  and  my 
thought  of  decreasing  expenses.  In  explanation — we  are 
not  paying  a  salary  of  $850  per  year  for  the  teachers  who 
first  take  up  the  work  in  our  schools.  Since  Christmas,  I 
have  had  three  vacancies  to  fill  in  the  district — two  in 
Dighton — and  it  was  impossible  to  get  a  teacher  at  even 
$900  per  year  for  the  rural  schools.  I  was  obliged  to  take 
young  ladies  with  only  a  high  school  education  and  with  no 
experience  whatever  and  this  does  not  help  at  all  in  keeping 
up  a  standard  needed  for  preparing  pupils  for  high  school. 
Other  towns  of  the  size  of  Dighton  have  had  to  pay  at  least 
$1000  for  such  teaching  as  we  require  for  those  schools. 
This  is  due  to  the  fact  there  are  not  enough  teachers  sent  out 
each  year  from  the  normal  schools  to  provide  a  surplus,  as 
was  the  case  a  dozen  years  ago.  A  superintendent  is  not 
in  a  position  to  tell  a  candidate  that  she  can  accept  a  mini¬ 
mum  wage  or  go  without  work;  the  shoe,  so  to  speak,  is  on 
the  other  foot,  and  the  teacher  can  say  to  the  superintendent 
that  she  will  not  come  for  less  than  a  certain  sum,  and  he 
must  meet  her  demand. 

A  dozen  years  ago,  we  thought  that  the  present  state 
minimum  of  $850  was  enough  to  attract  the  best  of  talent 
and  we  could  get  teachers  of  two,  three  or  four  years  experi¬ 
ence  for  that  sum.  Today,  if  we  were  to  advance  the  pay 
and  get  teachers  with  training  for  all  of  our  schools,  we  should 
be  obliged  to  set  a  maximum  of  at  least  $1200  so  as  to  keep 
the  best  teachers  for  a  period  of  at  least  three  or  four  years. 
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We  have  been  fortunate,  thus  far, in  securing  teachers  from 
Taunton  and  Fall  River,  who,  without  the  needed  training 
and  experience  to  go  to  work  in  those,  cities,  were  willing  to 
work  for  a  lesser  wage  and  have  the  advantages  of  living  at 
home.  I  hope  this  same  fortune  favors  us  for  some  time  in 
the  future;  but  I  do  think  that  our  efforts  should  first  be  to 
give  the  pupils  of  the  schools  a  “square  deal”  and  all  the 
benefits  of  a  good,  substantial  education— this  to  be  the 
chief  consideration. 


THE  POSITION  OF  THE  SCHOOL  AUTHORITIES 

The  above  comment  upon  the  financial  situation  is  to 
show  to  the  people  of  Dighton  that  neither  committee  nor 
superintendent  is  responsible  for  the  continued  increased 
cost  of  education  in  this  town.  We  all  have  to  face  the 
problems  with  common  sense.  We  all  know  that  the  de¬ 
mand  of  today  is  for  a  boy  or  girl  to  receive  either  a  high 
school  or  vocational  school  education,  else  he  or  she  cannot 
make  a  decent  living  in  this  world.  The  number  of  high 
school  pupils  in  Massachusetts  has  increased  16.5%  during 
the  past  year  while  the  grades  have  had  the  normal  increase 
of  2.3%.  This  sh  >ws  too  plainly  what  we  face. 

I  ask  that  the  citizens  of  Dighton  give  hearty  and  sensible 
consideration  to  the  estimate  as  prepared  for  this  year. 
Parents  can  not  afford  to  allow  the  education  of  their  child¬ 
ren  to  be  neglected.  Citizens  who  do  not  have  children  in 
school,  can  not  afford  to  allow  the  same  condition  to  exist 
and  reflect  upon  the  town  later.  I  assure  you,  as  your 
superintendent,  I  shall  put  forth  every  effort  to  keep  the 
costs  down  to  a  minimum  and  yet  obtain  satisfactory  re¬ 
sults  in  the  schools.  I  know  that  the  committee  has  the 
same  attitude  and  I  trust  that  the  results  may  be  satisfac¬ 
tory. 
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SCHOOL  AGE  LAWS. 

Again  we  must  keep  our  eyes  open  and  defeat  the  bill 
that  is  to  come  before  the  legislature  to  raise  the  school  age 
from  14  to  16.  A  similar  bill  was  defeated  last  year,  but 
such  is  the  persistence  of  those  fostering  this  movement, 
that  it  is  only  a  question  of  time  when  some  act  will  be  passed 
if  we  are  careless  in  the  matter.  Our  duty  is  to  oppose  such 
legislation  strenuously  until  the  time  comes  when  the  actual 
demand  of  child  education  is  such  as  to  require  attendance 
up  to  the  age  of  16.  I  trust  that  some  member  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  be  appointed  to  attend  the  hearings  in  Boston  and 
fight  against  this  bill.  In  justice  to  the  Commissioner  of 
Education,  I  would  say  that  he  opposes  the  bill — or  rather 
does  not  favor  it  at  this  time — owing  to  lack  of  suitable 
accomodations,  financial  conditions  and  need  for  more  vital 
things  that  should  come  first. 

Other  laws  of  a  similar  nature,  intended  to  increase  the 
number  of  years  a  child  must  attend  school,  and  to  forbid 
certain  work  being  done  by  children  under  16,  are  to  come 
up  this  year,  and  I  urge  you  to  keep  in  touch  with  them  and 
to  oppose,  with  all  vigor,  any  action  at  this  time. 


THE  HEALTH  WORK. 

I  believe  that  the  parents  now  realize  the  value  of  the 
work  of  the  school  nurse.  It  has  passed  the  experimental 
stage  and  what  has  been  done  this  past  year  needs  no  com¬ 
ment.  We  fully  know  what  threatened  epidemics  have 
been  stopped  by  the  prompt  attention  of  the  school  nurse. 
Clinics,  costing  the  school  department  nothing,  have  been 
held  in  Berkley  and  Rehoboth  and  were  planned  for  Dighton 
but  they  had  to  be  postponed  until  spring  because  of  several 
cases  of  measles  and  scarlet  fever  in  town.  The  parents  will 
see,  as  did  the  parents  of  the  other  towns  of  the  district, 
what  the  health  work  is  worth  in  the  community.  Miss 
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Macintosh’s  report  may  be  read  with  a  great  deal  of  satis¬ 
faction  and  a  feeling  that  something  real  has  been  accom¬ 
plished  this  year. 


THE  OUTSIDE  SCHOOLS. 

I  wish  to  say  just  a  few  words  in  behalf  of  the  outside,  or 
rural  schools.  At  the  Fish  school,  because  of  the  large  num¬ 
ber  of  pupils,  we  have  been  having  two  sessions.  The 
primary  grades  attended  in  the  morning  and  the  grammar 
grades  in  the  afternoon.  The  teacher  was  able  to  do  far 
more  with  her  pupils  in  that  way  and  I  heartily  recommend 
that  in  the  other  outlying  schools,  the  same  plan  be  adopted. 
The  best  way  to  prepare  our  pupils  for  high  school  is  to  give 
them  the  best  possible  instruction  in  the  grades.  The  rural 
schools  present  a  problem  not  realized  by  those  who  are 
fortunate  enough  to  have  children  in  the  larger  schools. 
Our- preparation  can  be  bettered  by  centralizing,  of  course, 
but  the  best  substitute  for  centralization  is  in  giving  the 
teacher  every  opportunity  for  real  work  with  her  pupils. 
If  we  divide  the  work  into  morning  and  afternoon  sessions, 
as  has  been  done  at  the  Fish  School,  the  teacher  can  con¬ 
centrate  upon  few  grades.  While  the  actual  time  given  to 
each  grade  is  no  more  than  when  all  the  children  are  present, 
the  disicpline  is  far  easier  and  the  children  happier  in  their 
work.  Small  boys  and  girls  get  very  weary,  sitting  in  the 
school  room  for  three  quarters  of  the  day  with  only  seat 
work  to  do.  The  larger  ones  feel  the  monotony  of  the  work 
and  many  get  to  detest  school  for  the  simple  reason  that 
they  can  not  use  their  time  to  advantage.  All  are  far 
better  off  out  in  the  air,  or  doing  something  worth  while  at 
home.  They  naturally  turn  to  mischief  making,  sometimes 
unconscious  of  the  fact  that  they  are  causing  a  disturbance, 
when  they  are  through  with  or  tired  of  their  study.  So,  in 
justice  to  the  pupils,  I  respectfully  ask  that  the  two  session 
plan  be  adopted  for  all  of  the  outlying  schools. 
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STATISTICS. 

Appended  to  this  report  are  the  regular  tables  of  statistics. 
A  careful  study  of  them  will  show  that  the  numbers  are 
steadily  increasing,  expecially  in  the  first  six  grades. 
Dighton  is  growing;  let  us  keep  pace  with  that  growth  by 
providing  for  our  schools  in  a  fair,  justice-to-the-pupil 
manner,  practicing  economy  where  possible  but  not  with 
the  feeling  that  we  must  be  miserly.  Remember  that  a 
town  is  known  by  its  educational  system  and  we  do  not  wish 
either  extreme  of  false  saving  or  extravagance. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  spare  room  at  North  Dighton 
be  fitted  with  desks  and  seats  in  anticipation  of  possible  use 
in  the  fall.  Another  recommendation  is  to  continue  the 
good  work  of  caring  for  the  outside  school  houses  by  con¬ 
stant  attention  to  little  repairs  and  painting.  Few  towns 
have  buildings  in  such  good  condition  as  those  of  Dighton 
and  this  is  the  result  of  the  wise  policy  of  proper  care. 

In  concluding  this  report,  I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of 
the  school  committee  for  their  generous  support  of  my  ad¬ 
ministration  of  the  work,  the  teachers  for  their  cooperation 
and  the  parents  for  their  interest.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE

Pupils  have  been  excluded  from  school  for  the  appearance 
of  measles,  chicken  pox,  scabies,  acute  colds,  scarlet  fever, 
mumps,  tuberculosis  and  pediculosis. 

Several  have  been  operated  upon  for  adenoids,  tonsils 
and  membraneous  nasal  trouble.  An  encouraging  number 
of  defects  have  been  remedied  in  this  way  and  more  en¬ 
couraging  is  the  fact  that  several  parents  of  their  own  voli¬ 
tion  have  taken  their  children  to  doctor  or  hospital  for  opera¬ 
tions  to  remedy  such  defects.  Eye  and  ear  troubles  as  well 
as  those  of  the  teeth  have  been  cared  for. 

Two  clinics  were  held  in  Berkley  and  one  in  Rehoboth. 
The  Dighton  clinics  were  postponed  owing  to  epidemics  of 
measles  and  scarlet  fever.  At  these  clinics  more  than  135 
children  were  examined  23  were  what  are  termed  suspicious 
cases  of  tuberculosis,  requiring  treatment  and  follow-up 
work  afterward.  Among  other  ailments,  causing  illnesses 
for  the  childfen,  were  61  cases  of  adenoids  or  tonsils,  3 
curvature  of  the  spine,  1  chest  deformity  and  displacement 
of  the  heart  and  1  elongated  palate. 

In  Dighton,  at  the  Flat  Rock  School,  hot  cocoa  is  to  be 
served  this  winter  and  I  would  urge  that  other  schools  follow 
this  example,  as  it  sure  to  work  out  for  the  great  advantage 
of  pupils  who  bring  their  lunches. 
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I  trust  that  the  clinic  work  will  be  again  carried  on  this 
coming  year  and  that  parents  will  not  hesitate  to  bring  in 
the  children  as  recommended  by  me  at  times.  This  work 
is  becoming  recognized  as  one  of  the  best  possible  ways  in 
which  to  insure  corrective  measures  to  be  carried  out  and 
the  health  of  children  restored.

Dear  Sir: — In  regard  to  my  work  in  drawing  in  the  Digh¬ 
ton  Schools,  I  submit  the  following  report. 

In  the  upper  grades  it  has  been  my  intention  to  give  the 
pupils  work  that  will  be  very  practical  and  of  value  to  them, 
such  as  designing  book  covers,  posters,  and  lettering,  to¬ 
gether  with  color  study,  nature  and  object  work.  Later  in 
the  year  we  shall  take  up  more  of  the  same  work  and  free 
hand  perspective. 

In  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades,  if  the  necessary  supplies 
are  to  obtained,  I  should  like  to  put  in  a  few  problems  in 
Arts  and  Crafts. 

The  primary  grades  are  doing  work  in  paper  cutting  and 
construction,  and  a  limited  amount  of  color  problems,  de¬ 
sign,  lettering  and  nature  drawings.  This  work,  whenever 
possible,  I  have  tried  to  correlate  with  their  daily  lessons. 

In  all  of  the  schools,  the  pupils  and  teachers  are  interest¬ 
ed  in  the  work  and  the  lessons  show'  marked  improvement 
over  those  of  last  year. 

Drawings  are  exhibited  from  time  to  time  in  the  schools 
and  in  the  library.  If  the  parents  and  friends  of  the  children 
will  inspect  this  work,  I  believe  the  interest  w'ould  be  in¬ 
creased.  Drawing  for  children  in  the  public  schools  is  most 
valuable  since  it  developes  their  imagination,  their  habits 
of  observation,  their  accuracy  and  skilfullness  in  handwrork 
and  their  appreciation  of  the  things  beautiful  around  them. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  you,  the  members 
of  the  committee  and  the  teachers  for  their  helpful  and 
hearty  cooperation.

I  herewith  submit  my  first  report  as  supervisor  of  music 
in  your  town. 

The  schedule  of  your  supervisor  admits  of  one  visit  every 
week  to  all  of  the  schools.  Through  public  school  music, 
we  aim  to  educate  the  many,  not  the  few.  A  well  balanced 
course  in  school  music  can  not  fail  to  form  in  the  minds  of 
pupils,  habits  of  alertness,  concentration,  imagination  and 
discrimination.  Music  should  not  be  considered  a  frill  or 
an  outside  subject,  but  should  be  placed  on  the  same  basis 
as  any  other  school  subject.  This  has  already  been  done 
in  many  towns  and  I  surely  feel  that  Dighton  is  one  of  those 
towns.  Massachusetts  ranks  third  in  music  supervision  in 
the  United  States. 

Through  the  purchase  of  proper  books,  we  have  been  en¬ 
abled  to  introduce  a  good  system  of  music  in  the  schools. 
The  method  now  used  adapts  the  material  to  the  child  in¬ 
stead  of  adapting  the  child  to  the  material.  The  method 
is  divided  into  three  periods,  namely,  the  sensory,  associa¬ 
tive  and  adolescent.  The  first  extends  through  the  first 
three  grades.  In  this  period,  rote  songs  are  used  and  all 
syllable  work  is  taken  from  the  song  and  taught  by  phrase 
to  the  children.  The  imagination  and  imitation  have  a 
large  part  in  the  work  at  this  time. 

The  associative  period  extends  through  the  next  three 
grades  and  it  is  at  this  period  that  the  musical  mentality  of 
the  child  is  at  its  height.  Therefore,  all  of  the  work  is  sight 
reading  and  technical.  The  adolescent  period  is  similar 
to  the  sensory  and  embraces  the  upper  grades.  Here  we 
find  pupils  who  do  not  wish  to  sing  at  times,  because  of  just 
reasons  and  they  must  be  encouraged.  Part  songs  are  used 
and  much  done  to  create  an  interest.

With  this  method,  where  there  are  victrolas  in  the  schools, 
I  am  introducing  a  course  in  music  appreciation,  in  which 
the  child  not  only  learns  to  listen  but  listens  to  learn. 

The  cooperation  of  the  teachers  in  assisting  me  to  present 
this  method,  is  greatly  appreciated.

To  the  School  Committee,  Dighton,  Mass. 

Gentlemen: — I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  year 
ending  Dec.  31,  1922.  During  the  year  I  have  made  296 
visits  to  ascertain  the  causes  of  non-attendance  of  children 
at  school.  As  usual  in  most  cases  the  parent  was  at  fault 
rather  than  the  child.  Epidemics  of  diseases  peculiar  to 
childhood  have  caused  the  attendance  record  to  be  the  low¬ 
est  for  several  years. 

The  labor  and  health  legislation  recently  enacted  have 
added  much  to  the  duties  of  the  office.  I  thank  all  connected 
with  the  schools  for  their  earnest  and  hearty  co-operation.
